During the prosecution of this re-exam/te-issue there have been many discussions 
r^atrfing "femily" and "compounds" as fliose terms relate to either DADMAC or Epi- 
DMA. 

To provide proper clarification to tiie claims, while keeping all available rights to 
the applicant, all of said claims have been reworded as "family of compounds.** 
Webster's Ninth College Dictionary defines femily as: 

"4: a group of things related by common characteristics: as a: a closely related 
group of chemicals <»' compounds.** 

Further, Webster'is Ninth College Dictionary defines compound, second definition, as: 

"1: composed of or resulting fi-om union of separate elements,' ingredients, or parts: 
as a: composed of united similar elements esp. of a kind usu. independent" 

As presented in the RCE, there are many methods of preparing a polyquafemary 
moiety. These are all well known within the industry. For example, DADMAC is 
manufactured from allyl chloride and di-methyl amine; a fenuly of compounds is easUy 
prepared by varying either the molecular chain length of the allyl or by varying the alkyl 
groups on the amine, i.e. allyl could have fiom 4 to 6 or 7 or 8 caibons and di-methyl 
amine could be methyl-methyl amine or methyl-ediyl amine or ethyl-ethyl amine or 
methyl-propyl amine, and so on. All of these combinations will create a polyquatemaiy 
amine based upon an "allyl chloride" moiety. a.k.a. a femily of compounds. As another 
example. Epi-DMA is manufectured with epichlorohydrin and di-methyl amine; a femily 
of compounds can be prepared by varying the alkyl groups on the amine, i.e. di-methyl 
amine could be methyl-methyl amine or methyl-ethyl amine or ethyl-ediyl amine or 
methyl-propyl amine, and so on. 

It is well understood in the patent law industry that for all intents and purposes the 
doctrine of equivalence is practically gone. Therefiwe, the iq)pUcant wishes to be sure as 
to cover well know and easily manufectured equivalents to DADMAC and Epi-DMA. 
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The best wording to perform such, given the available definitions^ is "'fiunily of 
compounds" as defined in Webster's Ninth College Dictionary. 

For ease of review by ^e Examiner, a copy of each page for '^compound" and 
^'^mily" ik)m Webster's Ninth College Dictionary is attached.
